THE ROBBERY ON YATES STREET. 

James Murray, a middlc-agod man minus 
ont» eye, was yesterday pluced in the police 
dock charged with felouioutly entering a 
sleeping apartment in the International 
Hotel and stealing from R. A. Collins the 
sum of $1-10. 

Collies, the prosecutor, was sworn ; his 
evidence coinciding with tho particulars 
already furnished iu tho Colonist.

The 
purse was gone and witness started down stairs 
and found prisoner trying to get out at the side- 
door; he asked witness il lie knew the way lo the 
convenience, and witness replied that he did, 
and laid hold of tho prisoner, calling to Mr. 
Ohadwick to bring a light. He asked witness 
what was up / and wanted him to let his 
hands go. Pie also said you are a crazy mun 
whal are you about? The police officer 
came and after handing prisoner over witness 
wont with him to the gaol and returned to 
his room and examined the door with the 
officer. The key was lying on tha lloor, there 
was no other key in the door. Did not know 
the accused; might have shown bis purse at 
the Anglo-American where he boarded. The 
key produced which was found on prisoner's 
person was tried in the door and tilled tho 
lock.

turned out on ihe meeting of parliament on 
the 19th inst., and the corrupt Cartier Mc- 
Donald parly again reinstated in power.

Upper Canadians have groat reason 
lo fear a ooalition. We look back to tho days 
of Blocks, Morrison, Spence, kc, with fear | 
and trembling. It vas Hincks who opened 
the floodgates of corruption in Canada, und 
th»y have been kept pretty wide ever since.
